Vr. Barnes became interested In Icc 
•?n?lr.eer;ri;r In }S33, but !l was not 
until J'.'ÎO !l:a; iie made his first cx- 
P^aitlon, :ci Hiid;;;i Etra.it. The im- 
portant fact discovered In this ex- 
pedition was that Iho tcmpcratur* of 
the sea rose in the immediate vicinity 
of an ic«bcr5. This offered a method 
for the dfto'-'tion of bcr;;'-; hy Jiicans 
of sensitive ! ;;o.-:n';:iii.-'.i, r.-, but tiiit 
method gave no indiL-a'.ion of the dis- 
tance or direction df a \iers. 

Dr. Barnes made five expeditions 
all lo'd, using inicro-tiicnnoineier.*, 
but tills process of dtleetion was 
generally adop'.id. Af.cr ti-.o 'J'ittijiie 
disaster, an international iccber;; pat- 
rol was established, and it was not 
until 1S24 that Dr. Barnes went on 
any other expedition. 

In that year he, on a U.S. coast- 
guard resfel, he followed and observ- 
ed one Iceber;; for two weeks, and 
collected data %v'.jlch have proved of 
tho greatest Importance. Jt was 
found tliul liie early rjiorniii:; !;unli:;lil 
iiad a peculiarly dcitrci.-tive action on 
loc. Durinif the hours ut dawn tiie 
Iceberjf crackled as its Internal struc- 
ture was disrupted. It was tho light 
energy of the sun and not, the heat 
energy that was most Important In 
deslroyiiiK Ii;o. 

Jn .seeking to imitate ligiit. Dr. 
Barnes began to expciijr.ent with 
thermites, a mixture of aluminum 
dust and Iron oxide. It wo.s tried' for 
tiie fir.st time In J925 on tli« HI. I^aw- 
rtiicc river at Waddiiiglon, N.Y.

Dr. I'oftor recalled that when the 
wavo theory of light was proved, 
something for light to pass through 
was demandetl. This resulted In the 
assumption ot the existence ot ether. 
Orccn, taking tlie ether to bo com- 
posed of solid parts was faced with 
tho dlf.'lculty of eliminating longi- 
tudinal waves. This was done by 
supposing the '«Iher's density was nil. 
Ivclvin later allowed the bulk modul- 
us to the negative and thus invented 
an ether which cxpl.ilncd tho facts. 

Demanded Proof 

However, when Inquiring minds 
demanded a pi oof of the cxistcnco of 
tho ether, scientists decided to prove 
whether or not it had « definite 
position in space. Careful e-perimenls 
resulted In no evidence to this effect. 
Finally KInstcIn showed that the 
facts of optics could ' bo explained 
wllhotJt assuming its presence. 

Tho principle ot Indeterminacy, 
said the speaker, was arrived at In 
the saino way. .\lded by Kranmers, 
HoLscnburg conducted careful and 
minute e.\perlnicnts. He obtained tiic 
frc'juc-jieii'.-! :ir.i] In'.cnsltie.'j of light 
by, disregarding orbits altogether.

It liecnmo the gatoway 
of Cannd.a for Ktirops, tho first port 
of call for every ship entering 'Jio SL 
r.,awrcn^. It is no wonder, witli thii 
long rCll behind it, Tadoussao should 
bo thé homo of many legends and 
much liLHtory. 

Carllcr'.i explorations , led to no 
.sotllcmonl and indeed Canada was 
left severely alono for tho rsat of the 
sixteen 111 conlury. Cartier camo from 
St. Malo, In Brittany. Xow tho pat- 
ron saint ot Brittany I.<î Saint ' Anne, 
tlio motl-.cr of tlio Virgin Mary, and 
this explains in part tho large num- 
ber of places called partly after St. 
Anno In tho province. 

Champlain's Influent* 
.Serious colonizing begins with 
Champlain In tho early seventeenth 
century. Ho tlioroughly opened up tlie 
country lying to tho northwest, south, 
and south west ot Montreal. Champ- 
laih devoted himself y» extending, 
settling and protecting one of Iho 
most unpromising colonics it is poss 
Iblo lo .conceive. Because Quebec, a 
Now France, survived tlio first half 
of the roventcenlh century, wo can 
riïliîly lall Champlain tho father of 
his country. 

Under Jean Talon, tho great In- 
tendant, and ono of the most capable 
men Xow Franco ever had, great ef- 
forts were made to plant out tho val- 
ley witii Imiiii.iTrants. Sonio 25 oCCi- 
ecr."? and several hundred men ot the 
Carignan Salières rcglmont, wero 
granted seigneuries and land in the 
valley ot tlio Uielicll-eu, and today 
their' memory is preserved tor overy- 
0110 in llio luuiics ot sucli places as 
Cliambly, SSt. Ours, Contracoeur, 
Sorel, after the captain who super- 
intended tho building of an old fort 
igalnst Iho Iroquois. 

New Epoch 
After tho fall of Quebec and .Mont- 
real Xow Franco beoaaio Quebe^' ami 
under a now governmom, another 
king nnd a different flag, lin» old 
colony cnlors on a now destiny. From 
tho vory moment ot tho conquest of 
Canada American and Sootch mercli- 
anls mado their way to IMontreal and 
ijimliei', ill s<eareli of new t'.'.idj and 
sellleil lliere. I'liiglisli niul Scottiali 
churches in Montreal, fur example, 
owo their origin to theso early sett- 
lers,

T A rE have become so analj-tical in our thinking that we Imvo 
• lost some of the best in thinfi:s that are around us. Happ.v 
is he who can sit by the seashore and watch the waves cbnie 
rolh"ng and while so doing be able to think not only of tlie niath- 
watical laws that explain their action but. catch the fully gran- 
deur of their majesty and power. -\nd few there be who can do 
this. 

The clement has been broken up into its electrons and pro- 
tons, our very actions have been interpreted into the reactions 
of physical electo-chemieal associations, our thought.*; are now 
Aibralions in space. We have lost something and we do not 
know "where to find it. The eloquence of a professor in the 
primarj- course of philosoplij' showed us that it was futile to 
search for it. Not a particle can be seen with the human eye. 
Search where we may we can not find reality as such. 

But there are pathways along which we may wander which 
will lead us somewhere to a position which will give a glimpse 
of it. A few such pathways are being offered in the series of 
discussions and lectures that are to be given at the Sunday Af- 
ternoon Forums of the Central Y, beginning tomorrow. Judging 
from the offerings of the last few years under the same auspices 
we can assure all who will make it their privilege to attend, that 
their time will be well spent. The list of lecturers is as impos- 
ing as the standard that has been set in past years. 

Most of us can but dabble in Stree-ier's book on Reality and 
to follow through with the author to his answer of the riddle of 
life, in vision and power, is the result only of a cautious intense 
study. We can remember one of the thoughts which he throws 
to us. As to the machine there must be something else besides 
the brains of the man who invented it so there must be some- 
thing more than the mind of something behind the universe. It 
was along the lines of the thoughts that are given in'Streeter's 
Reality that the series has been planned and manner of presenta- 
tion promises to be excellent. 




REPRESENTATIVES 

SOIvJE 01 us are ofien led to wonder why some business folk 
who have never been to college have so little to say in favor 
of such institutions of learning. When we mention college they 
at once remind ue of instances where students wrecked a theatre 
after a football game, "painted the town red," or ran over and 
killed a harmless pedestrian when intoxicated. Few of them 
ever seem to remember the good side of college — the graduates 
who have become famous, or the research laboratory whicii has 
• made some valuable discovery. 

Alter about three mouths as day laborers out West last 
summer, -.two students were leaving for home and college. The 
farmer told them that he would jse- glad to employ them again 
should they come West the next summer, or for tiiat matter, any 
students from McGill. He had found them willing workers and 
. iook them as representative of the McGilJ .student body., 

The same man employed a foreigner but became dissatis- 
fied with him. When he discharged him, he resolved never again 
to employ another man of that nationality. He had taken tlie 
foreigner as representative of his country. 

Very often we do not realise that wherever we go, we are 
representing some organisation, nationality, or class of people. 
We have all met the man who had a grudge against all lawyers, 
or all doctors^^ or all ministerg because of some wrong done him 
by a single member of one of those professions. Indeed, every 
person we encounter for the first time, even though for a short 
period, perhaps, leaves a genuine impression with us. 

At McGill, there are other things more important than 
Jooking after reputations, yet with very little restraint, we can 
:keep the name of our University clean and good. Let us rc- 
raernber that each one of us has a responsibility, that each oiia 
of US is a representative, and that men shall judge, ]>y our ac- 
tions, what sort of place McGill ie, and what sort of men it 
iinakes us.

The Icaurcr then descrlbcil the ob- 
servation of an cleoiron by micro- 
scope. When light strikes an electron 
It moves ofr, but tho direction cannot 
bo determined with accuracy.

It was 
enlltled nn "Act for Suppressing 
InimornlKy" nnd passed the liegls- 
liiture March 20, ISOl, 

The Holons of tliosp days evidently 
believed In making Ihe punl.iliment 
fit til" crime, for the f|rst section 
piovlilcd; 

'"IMint Ihero shalj bo no traveling, 
servile laboring or working (work 
at neeessity and charity excepted), 
Nbonling, flfiblng, spoillns-, pluylng. 
'lorso rnclnir, hunting or fre(|uenting 
of tippling houses, or any unlawful 
cxorciso.i or pastimes i)y any person 
or persons within this citato on the 
first day of the wook, commonly cnl- 
Ictl Sunday. * 

"And tliat oveiy person of tho age 
of fourteen or upwards offending in 
tho prcmisPs shnlt for every such of- 
fense forfeit nnd pay to the tiie of 
tho poor of tho city or town whors 
ih offence was committed tBf 
Btini of fl*vonty-flve cents." 

It any one offered for sals anything 
on .Sunday except "small meat and 
mlllr. nnd fish before nino of the 
clock<ln tho morning," he was liable 
to h.iva his goods and wares seised 
nnd sold, tlio proceeds to be turned 
over to tho ovcrBenr of Iho poor of 
the place for the Hupport of tho poor. 

Another provision rcauircd every 
const<^ble or i>arson to stop every 
jcrron who was ^caught tisnipg, 
sportlns, horse racing, hunting, gun- 
nln;, or going to or rclurnins from 
any market or landing with carts, 
wagons, cledi», nnd detain him until 
the next day. when the offender was 
to be taken I>cfore a Justice of the 
pence to be de.ilt with according to 
law. , 

Soma Exceptions 

Eut If the person could ."shosT that 
ho was going to or returning from 
.my church or place of worship with- 
in the distance of twenty miles, or 
goins to call a physician, surgeon t 
the post office, or gotng'by express 
oriier of any public officer, or was 
removlns his family or household 
furniliire. provided the removal was 
not commenced on .Sunday, he could 
go free. 

Although unsuccessful efforts have 
been made for many years to exempt 
from tbe Sunday closing laws of to- 
day persona who observe Saturday 
as tbe Sabbath, the forefathers took 
cognisance of tho right of Hebrews 
and Seventh Day .Vdventtsts In this 
exception. 

"That If any person charged with 
h.aving labored or worked on the first 
day ot tho week called Sunday shnll 
prove to the satisfaction of the Jus- 
tice ns holy time and docs not labor 
or work on that day, the defendant 
shall be dlscliarged. 

"Provided, always, that the work or 
labor with which ho or sho Is charg- 
ed bas not disturbed other persons 
in tho observance of the first day ot 
the week as holy time." 

Wliat was probably the inspira- 
lion for the part of the late and 
lamented Hainas law permitting 
guests ot hotels to have liitoxicauiii 
on Sunday Is undoubtedly contained 
in the section providing that no 
tavern keeper, ale or porter house 
keeper, or Inn Keoi>er, or any p '.bon 
retailing .strong or spirituous llciuins. 
ale or porter, kIiiiU sell or dispose of 
his wares on Sunday, Tho exci'tlci 
was Ic^dgcrs und tntvelers nicirit?,l 
by law. Conviction of this olîcncc 
meant a fine of K.cO. '

ENGLISH GRADUATE MORE MA- 
TURE PRODUCT 

A prominent New York newspaper 
hazarded the other day tho opinion 
that the average English university 
graduate was a much mdro mature 
product than the gradusio of a mii- 
vcrslty on this side of tho Atlantic. 
Ky mature, wc presume, it mcmt that 
ho was rnoro fully xlevclopcil intc:- 
leclually, better fitted to carry on his 
life work. To admit this M-otild be to 
,-.dmit that we arc poorer matenai. 
less aKe to benefit by a college train- 
ing, or that there is some defect in 
the typical Xorth American univer- 
sity. , ' 

ït Is our belief that the heivspaper 
mentioned is quite correct in making 
this statement, and thp fault lies 
inostly in tho fact that the average 
American ■undergraduate (wo 
"American'' here in its broad sense) 
is less intellectually mature than bis 
English conrrcro. Eut we must add 
to this statement a qualification. The 
advantage lies with the latter be- 
cause he is subject to greater selec- 
tion. 

vrhat we mean to c::prcES is that 
in the Briffh Isles there ar*- a .^mallcr 
number or r"'- •■■•.•.i dents pvr 

Tpita of population tlian there are in 
Amerclu. Over here, w-c liavê a mil- 
lion or more co:iPse men and women. 
Particularly in ilie United States do 
wo find in almost every city a col- 
lée* of some kind granting: dcgrnc*. 
Th'-re are State universities wh'ch 
lake care of a vast number of sln- 
dcnts. A college education has pï- 
comc a popular matter. 

In Énelan^d, on the otlier hand, liiil • 
rerrity education is, comparatively 
r.pcalîlng, reserved for a few. By 
ncccsfi'.y tho.so ■who do go up to the 
university arc :noie higlUy selected, 
are botter intoKccluril material, and 
hence, when they graduate, wo sup- 
j pose, Bomcwliat more mature th;m 
is the average college student he-e. 

If must be remembered, however, 
that '.n Kpeaking of this matter wo 
arc speaking of the average univer- 
sity fiadiiaie. This cannot be too 
highiy emphasized.

WHAT SIZE COLLEGES? 

At \vliat joint docs o. college or 
university become so large that the 
ciuali'.y of Its toachlns"^^6u£fera'/ At 
whi.'.' K'uugo in ;t-i growing pains ,docs 
ti.c ;nO:v;clual (Student become lost ill 
the mass'? Can higher education 
adtrpt its process to ma.ss produc- 
tion to meet the' demands forced upon 
it by the Bwolling numbers of Stu- 
dent.-: without suffering the consc- 
qucnot.':? 

In tl-.L-a- aiK.tt-L-r.s to ii.eae and .simi- 
lar uuostlons e<^uea.tiji.-5 differ- 
ed widely in tho past decade. Tin re 
are thoso vho hold that the large ceil- 
Icge or university inevitably loses 
tiic personal touch with the individ- 
ual Mtudent, wiioKO, educational op- 
1 portunltics aro tlierttby lessened by 
'just so much. This argument has 
jjcen capltallistd by tho smaller col- 
leges. There aro others who aro 
equally convinced that tho student 
need not lack for individual attention 
in tho big university, and tho fact 
that lie la only one Luuititr^ thousands 
is outweighed by tiio wider' variety 
of educational facilities at Jils dis- 
posal. 

I'Torii the cxpcrlenco of haying to 
deal with some .fourteen thousand stu- 
dents annually. President (Jeorga W. 
KIglitniire of Ohio Ktalo L'niverslty is 
con'/lnced that so largo a university 
can bo administered eo as to retain 
the personal touch and tcj maintain 
higli standards of leaching. But, ho 
make.-, it plain, it la^^^^^i-M re- 
nuires bu.'itulncd eiitiruslasm'' and ef- 
Unl.

Mineral Wealth 
Is Uncovered 

By Geologists

Thcro nro thousands of miles of Dry 
season roads and a few mllcj ot per- 
manent highway. 

Up until tho end of Jti'JS Northern 
Uho<1esia jn-odliced 520,000,000 in 
mineral wealth. In lO^'S two concerns 
serured large tracts ot lands In which 
they held exclusive prosj>ectlng right's. 
Theso wore tho llhodesian .\ngUi 
American Co. and tho rvhodcslan 
Selection Trust. At that time the 
gcncr.il' opinion could not compote 
with the deposits ot the Congo. 

After outlining tho General Cicology 
of tho country. Dr. Bancroft des- 
cribed the methods u.»e<i by thn first 
named concern in their o::aiuinution 
cf their concession. An extensive pro- 
gram of' Diamond Drilling ivas 
started on the results of tho Geo- 
logical Survey. 

Results Gratifying 

The results wero most gratifying. 
Within a short time largo bodies of 
ore wero located so that at tho l>e- 
rinr.ing of last year there were 100,- 
000,000 tons of commercial ore in 
slgbL At that time they hoped to 
havo a fjuarter of ■ a billion ton.s 
proved -n-lthin two years. Hosult.s 
continued so rapidly that in October 
they had 270,000,000 tons in sight. 
Xone of the drin holes bottomed tho 
or». 

Tho Company have CO cngincors In 
he field, ot whom C4 aro Canadians. 
.Systematic prospecting of tho con- 
cwslons enabled ,Micm to achieve 
these results. At present there are 
three mines being equipped to handle 
5000 tons of ore a day and they tvlll 
not stop there. 

Dr. Bancroft predicts that within 
two years they will have 500,000,000 
tons of ore; and that. Inevitably, the 
Copper Contre of tho world will be In 
Africa and under the nrllisli I'lag.

"Tho trnclnpr I'j ni;iil(> liliiln by ollln;: 
tlio p.'Uior, .^liico it Ilie .■iurfaco of 
tl;o wood that prints— lilto typo— all 
porllon.i not occupied by color under 
eonslder.atlon aro cut down to a con- 
venient depth, first with a Unite, af- 
terwards with a gong*. At tho bottom 
cornor.s a notch and a lino aro cut 
Into which a corner and a sido of the 
printing paiwr are easily sllpixid. 
When the first block Is finished. It I.s 
brushed over with pigment and a 
d!inip pleco ot printing paper' Is laid 
over It.

Tho variety used for 
these prints Is Oayu. a very soft 
pepoK I treat It with gclantino size,' 
both back and front, cut tho sheets 
to the proper size, dampen fifty or 
more ot them before I am ready to 
print, 

'■Tho pigmenta used aro powders 
which I grind' In water and apply 
with a small quantity of starch or 
flour paste lo mako Ihcin stick lo the 
paper. Tho jilgnionl is applied with 
a bru."]], and sraduatlons aro made In 
tho same wa.'i as on paper with water- 
colours. I'ast'o Is" brufihcd on with the 
paint, A sheet of paper Is applied 
qulekl.v, adjusted to the registering 
marU.«, and rnbbed uiUi a disc of 
wood rlblfCd on Ily face. Jl lakes mo 
from twenty .seconds to luo minutes 
to print one Impression, Tho amnllcr 
prints M'ero done In batches ot ono 
hundred, ono colour at a time. That 
Is tho wholo process described brief- 
ly,"
